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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 9-16 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. These claims are drawn to a computer program product 
comprising a computer-readable medium. According to the specification (P. 32), the computer- 
readable medium may comprise not only recordable-type media, but also transmission-type 
media. The computer-readable medium may also comprise solely functional descriptive 
material. 

3. Software-per-se (functional descriptive material only) and signals-per-se (transmission 
media with encoded instructions) are both non-statutory categories, and thus cannot be allowed. 
Computer-readable media limited to recordable type media is an acceptable category. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Jolley et al. 
(7,240,280).

6. Jolley teaches a method and system (abstract) of providing interfaces and actions to a 
portal page (col. 1, line 1 - col. 4, line 30; col. 9, line 60 - col. 10, line 5) via client side scripts 
(col. 4, lines 30-45) to associate user interface control with actions (col. 4, line 45 - col. 5, line 
20). In particular, the association is retrieved from portlets, stored, retrieved, and executed to 
change subsequent properties (col. 5, line 20 - coL 6, line 50) in response to a click event (col. 6, 
lines 50-55). The associations may be added, edited or deleted (col. 6, line 55 - col. 9, line 60).
